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COURT HEARING 
HUGE OIL SUIT 


49 Companies Argue 
Appeal From Anti- 
Trust Decision 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—(INS) 
—One of the biggest anti-trust 
suits in years was argued before 
the Supreme court today in the 
appeal of 49 oil companies from a 
lower court decision declaring 
their pooling plan of “cracked gas- 
oline” patents a violation of the 
Sherman law. 

Because of the vast importance 
of the case which brought before 
the court some of the nation’s 
foremost lawyers, five hours was 
allotted for the oral argument. 

The government charges that 
the primary defendants—Standard 
Oil of Indiana, Texas company, 
Gasoline Products company and 
Standard Oil company of New Jer- 
sey—with “seeking to restrain and 
monopolize inter-state and foreign 
commerce in ‘gasolifie and-other 
petroleum products, and to realize 
huge profits by extorting from all 
manufacturers of “cracked gaso- 
line” large sums in the guise of 
royalties.” 

Along with the “primary defen- 
dants, 45 other corporations are 
named in the order issued by a 
three-judge federal court in Chi- 
cage. 

The oil companies, led by the 
Standard Oil of Indiana, which 
claimed to hold the original patents 
for “cracked gasoline”, contended 
they have pooled patents to end 
confusion in the industry and give 
minor oil companies a chance to 
share in the benefits of the “crack- 
ing’”’ patents.

URGES DRIVERS 
LICENSE LAW 


More Strict Regula- 
tions in lowa 
Proposed 


DES MOINES, Jan. 13.—(INS) 
—A bill introduced into the senate 
of the Iowa legislature today by 
Senator L. H. Doran would  re- 
quire every driver of a motor ve- 
hicle in Iowa to procure a license. 
It would except all non-resident 
drivers who have licenses from 
other states or those coming from 
a state not requiring a license. 

The bill would give the state the 
right to revoke the license if the 
driver were convicted of commit- 
ting manslaughter with 2 car, if 
he were convicted of driving while 
intoxicated or under the influence 
of a drug, if he were found to 
have committed a crime punish- 
able as a felony under the motor 
vehicle laws of the state or any 
felony in which a. motor vehicle 
were. used, and conviction or for- 
feiture of bond on three charges 
of reckless or neglige driving 
within twelve months time. 

The bill would also give the 
right of revocation in the case of 
a driver faling to stop to identify 
himself after being in an accident 
where someone is hurt.

Welfare Chief Serves 
Notices on Many 


Of Poor 


(EDITOR’S NOTE: This is 
the second of a series of 
articles exposing the incom- 
petent administration of the 
affairs of the Muscatine Wel- 
fare association by the secre- 
tary, Miss Grace L. Weeks. 
Numerous complaints have 
been made to the Mid-West 
Free Press of the intolerable 
lack of efficiency in the secre- 
tary’s office, where, it is 
claimed, the poor and the 
needy have their requests for 
aid turned down on the most 
insignificant pretext.) 


Muscatine residents who have 
felt the pinch of the industrial de- 
pression until they have been 
forced to appeal to the county and 
the Welfare association for aid are 
being ordered to leave the county 
by Miss Grace Weeks, overseer of 
the poor and secretary of the Wel- 
fare group. This fact came to light 
today as one after another of the 
notices served through the sheriff’s 
office were exhibited to a Free 
Press representative. 

Miss Weeks is not a native of 
Muscatine. She came here from 
Cleveland, but she is using her 
authority to dictate who shall re- 
main in the county if they should 
be unfortunate enough to ask as- 
sistance from either the county or 
the welfare organization. 

WELFARE WORKERS 
UNAFFECETED 

Unemployment. periods and fi- 
nancial depressions affect not the 
salaries of those who direct or- 
ganized charity. Fortunate persons 
who contribute are touched by the 
stories of hard times and dig deep- 
er into the purse to pay salaries 
and expenses of welfare workers 
who capitalize on poverty and the 
misfortunes of their fellow beings. 
«Driven .by hunger and the fear 
of be mude ‘homeless. bectuse 2f 
non-payment of rents, faced with 
the necessity of procuring, fuel to 
heat their homes during winter 
weather—the poor and the unem- 
ployed turn first to the agencies 
presumably organized for the sole 
purpose of giving them relief. Pro- 
longed questioning and _investi- 
gation either brings temporary re- 
lier, firm refusals, or the legal no- 
tices to leave the county. 

ORDERED TO LEAVE 

Out of work and destitute, a 
father and son, all that remain in 
Muscatine of a family of 10, have 
been served notice to leave. The 
Free Press has investigated this 
case and is investigating others as 
they are reported. 

Well past 60 years of age the 
father in this case is willing to 
make affadavit that his home has 
been in Muscatine county since he 
was 16 years of age. He has worked 
as a day laborer at the Roach & 
Musser factory, at the old livery 
barn where the Free Press now 
stands, on public works throughout 
the city and for farmers in the sur- 
rounding community. 

Several years ago his wife died. 


200 FAMILIES, 
DROUGHT - HIT, 
NEAR STARVING 


Kentucky Mountain- 


ers Have No Food, 
Little Clothing 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14—(INS) 
—Two hundred families in a pros- 
perous community in Kentucky’s 
mountains “are estimated to be at 
starvation point”, a Red ‘Cross 
worker telegraphed headquarters 
here today. 

Officials of the organization 
here stated the worst conditions en- 
countered thus far has been found 
in the mountains of Kentucky. 

“Here the people have refused, 
in many instances, to apply for 
help, although they knew it was 
available,” a statement issued at 
headquarters said. “Red Cross 
workers have been making can- 
vasses from farm to farm in back 
regions, to relieve distress.” 

NO SHOES OR CLOTHES 

Meanwhile five executives of the 
organizations have been sent into 
the drought-affected states in the 
last few days to check on relief 
work with Red Cross field work- 
ers. 

The plight of the 200 families 
in Kentucky was reported by a 
representative at Ashland, Ky. He 
wired: 

“Through actual house to house 
canvas 165 families have been 
reached, and remainder not con- 
tacted, due to inaccessibility. Many 
are unable to travel to the nearest 
community because they have no 
shoes, nor are they. decently clad. 
Their plight can only be deter- 
mined by actual search by the Red 


‘OSS. 

NEVER IN NEED BEFORE 

“In typical instance, workers 
traveled by automobile up a creek 
bed, which offered the only high- 
way, and then walked until they 
reached the families in their log 
cabins. 

“Typical families found to be in 
want were invalid father, mother 
and nine childrén, who had never 
been in need to drought. this 
year. Another of ailing father, 
mothe? and ‘si. Icrén reported 
the mother had attempted to walk 
to town for Red Cross food, but 
had to turn back. 

“In a radius of 30 miles visited, 
Red Cross workers never found a 
fire in a kitchen stove, because 
there was no food to cook in the 
house, and none in prospect until 
the Red Cross searched them out. 

CRY OVER PLIGHT 

“While no appreciable rain has 
fallen, recent snow has melted, 
then frozen, so that those without 
shoes cannot leave home. In many 
instances they are reluctant to ask 
aid even when visitors find obvious 
starvation, and other want and 
many cry when asked to tell their 
plight.” 

Response to the appeal yesterday 
of President Hoover for a $10,000,- 
000 drought relief fund for the Red 
Cross was said by Chairman John 
Barton Payne to be encouraging. 
A number of chapter chairmen 
telegraphed they were mailing 
checks for their quotas. There was 
a general response from all over 
the nation to the effect that chap- 
ters would do the best in their 
power to meet their quotas, Judge

Wheeler Scores Big 
Salaries as Taking 
From Relief

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—(INS) 
—The American Red Cross, now 
in the midst of gathering $10,000,- 
000 for drought relief, was threat- 
ened today with a senatorial in- 
vestigation into its management, 
— operations and financial pole 
cies. 

The organization was charged 
by Senator Thomas (D) of Okla- 
homa, with raising huge relief 
sums, spending as little as possible 
and hoarding the remainder in a 
swollen estate fund.

CHARGE DENIED 


Chairman Ziegler of | 
Muscatine Chapter 
Explains Work 


A general denial of the charges 
Made by Senator Thomas of Okla- 
homa and Senator Wheeler of 
Montana, that the National Ameri- 
can Red Cross is being misman- 
aged, was made today by Fred M. 
Ziegler, head of the Muscatine 
chapter. 

There is no one in the national 
chapter receiving a salary less than 
that individual could make in pri- 
vate business. Mr. Ziegler said. 

In the Muscatine chapter there 
is no money at all spent for sal- 
aries, he continued. The only ex- 
penditure for service which the lo- 
cal organization makes is the giv- 
ing of $75 each year to the Ameri- 
can Legion in return for taking the 
annual roll call. This money is, in 
turn, used by the legion for relief 
among its members. 

SURPLUS NECESSARY 

In referring to the surplus funds 
kept by the organization Mr. 
Ziegler declared that this was 
necessary. When a call for emer- 
gency relief is received, he pointed 
out, time cannot be taken in col- 
Jecting the money but aid must be 
furnished immediately. 

“In the recent Florida tornado 
the Red Cross was notified by the 
weather bureau that aid would be 
needed. “Airplanes were made ready 
with medical supplies and a corps 
of workers were prepared to be 
on the scene of the storm before 
the disaster. An airplane which 
started from Indiana landed in the 
stricken area just before commu- 
nication was cut off by the storm. 
This would not have been possible 
had not the organization maintain- 
ed a surplus fund,” he continued. 

COULD CHECK OUT ANYWAY 


If the national chapter issued a 
call for funds and the Muscatine 
chapter, having a surplus, refused 
to respond, the national organiza- 
tion would be able to check out the 
money anyway, according to Mr. 
Ziegler. The same thing applies to 
funds of the national chapter. The 
president of the United States is 
also president of the national 
chapter and he would have the 
privilege of taking the money 
whether or not other officials of 
the organization were willing, Mr. 
Ziegler said.

All Men Subject 
To Head Tax Here, 
Assessor Asserts 
E. 


Whether or not a man uses his ; 
head he is subject to a head tax in | 
Muscatine. This fact was pointed | 
out today by Assessor Lloyd E./ 
Grimm who has started the annual | 
canvass to determine values of real ' 
and personal property. Each and 
every male citizen who has reached 
the age of 21 is subject to a head 
tax of 50 cents, the assessor said. 

Starting on East hill and West 
hill northeast of Lucas street, the 
assessor and his assistant are list- 
ing values of real and’ personal 
property including livestock and 
household possessions. 

Attention to the exemptions al- 
lowed ex-soldiers is called by the 
assessor. Veterans of the Mexican 
war and War of Rebellion are ex- 
empted from taxation on property 
to the amount of $3,000. Spanish 
American war veterans may claim 
exemption on $1,800 and World war 
exemption on $1,800 and World war 
must be signed by the one claiming 
exemption either at the city hall 
or at the home when the assessor 
makes his call. No one else is per- 
mitted to sign for the veteran un- 
less he is present. 

Forms for reports on the real es- 
tate and moneys and credits of cor- 
porations are being sent out in 
compliance with the state law.

“X-RAYS AND RADIUM” 

X-rays were discovered in 1895 
by Rontgen. “The Outline of 
Science” by J. Arthur Thomson 
says X-rays were found to be a 
new variety of light with a re- 
markable power of penetration. 
We know they will pass through 
handling X-ray machines wear 
gloves and aprons, lined with lead, 
to protect themselves from the rays 
are so powerful that a few seconds 
time is all that is needed to make 
an impression on a plate of the 
bones through a person’s body.

This is the begin- 
ning of cancers; the end is the 
extension of the ulcerative process 
to adjoining tissues.. 

Radium, discovered by Profes- 
sor Curie and his wife, was found 
to be a million times more radiant 
than uranium. The speed and 
power of these rays has been found 
by science to be almost beyond 
comprehension. The rays from 
radium and uranium, namely, Al- 

' pha, Beta, and Gamma, have been 
! christened electrons. These elec- 
! trons have a velocity of one three- 
| hundredth of the velocity of light 
upwards, that is to say, at least, 
' 600 miles a second. Science says 
that these electrons may travel at 
the tremendous speed of 100,000 
miles a second or, if unimpeded, to 
travel around the earth five times

And, as Professor Meignen 
says, the nerves in the tissues are 
injured, or destroyed, and conse- 
quently the cells bethg without in- 
telligent direction as in the normal 
state grow abnormally, producing 
growths and scarifications, which 
in their turn, produce congestion 
with its accompanying symptoms. 
The result is that local areas be- 
come the seat of accumulative 
poisons. By the time a person is 
40 years old, and over, the poisons 
are so irritating that malignancy 
takes place. This would indicate 
that man cannot, with safety to 
the patient, use these 
rays for treating, as they are now 
used, except in external cases, such 
as small epitheliamas, etc., where 
the area treated is so small thai 
results can be accomplished before 
the normal tissues are affected. 

As it is used now in malignant 
conditions, normal tissue is des- 
troyed, metastasis takes place, and 
the abnormal cells are scattered 
throughout the body to develope 
into more growths, resulting in 
operation after operation; cutting 
out or burning off the afflicted 
parts, then sitting back, ready to 
jump at some other part of the 
body again, like a cat trying to 
catch a mouse, as soon as the con- 
dition manifests itself. 

The sad part of it is, while the 
cat sometimes catches the mouse, 
the knife and radium merely catch 
a@ foot or tail; never making a clean 
job of capturing the enemy.

Insull Monopoly Rejected 

Indianapolis is the largest city to go on record as opposed 
to the electrical trust. At a meeting of the city council last 
week the proposal of the Midland United Co., an Insull sub- 
sidiary, to take over the city’s electric and bus transporta- 
tion systems was turned down. 

In his reply Mayor Sullivan declared that “perpetual 
monopoly is impossible to consider, loose authority over 
security issues is wholly unacceptable, and in any event the 
city’s valuable rights cannot be squandered.” 

Municipal operation of ‘public utilities is receiving more 
attention today, as the inroads of the private power interests 
into publie rights are beginning to be more fully realized, 


than ever before in the nation’s history. Congressional 
maneuvering at Washington, under the leadership of the 
more liberal members of both parties, indicates that the 
power question will become one of the principal issues with- 
in the next few months. The public is awakening to the 
fact that the nation’s water power must not be diverted to 
enrich the few.

Weather Broadcast 
Bothers Program 
Say Listeners 


By LELAND GIBSON 
(INS Staff Correspondent) 

WASHINGTON — Congress has 
been asked to decide whether radio 
listeners or air mail pilots have a 
superior right to the air. 

The clash came when represen- 
tatives from the Middle West 
complained that hourly radio wea- 
ther forecasts seriously interfere 
with the receptions of radio pro- 

_ grams. 

Thus far the air mail pilots have 
won out in the controversy. The 
House appropriations committee 
recommended funds for enlarging 
the service, declining to curtail ra- 
dioed weather information to meet 
the wishes of the listeners-in. 

As a concession to the listeners- 
in, Dr. Charles F. Marvin, Chief of 
the Weather bureau, promised the 
committee an attempt would beg 
made to change the wave lengths 
on which the weather information 
was sent, so it would not interfere 
with program broadcasting. 

Dr. Marvin said that at the pres- 





ent time the weather reports inter- 
fered with only those broadcasting 
stations which transmitted on low 
wave lengths. By further lowering 
the wave lengths used by the 
Weather bureau, he hopes to elim- 
inate all interference. 

Early in the hearing, members of 
the house committee, supporting 
the cause of the listeners, contend- 
ed the telegraph service offered by 
the weather bureau was sufficient 
for the flyers. Dr. Marvin main- 
tained the radio service was neces- 
sary for keeping the flyers in- 
formed while they were in the air. 

Mail planes are now equipped 
with radio apparatus and mail fly- 
ers are at no time out of contact 
with the latest information on fly- 
ing conditions. 

Using plane-to-ground radio 
communication, Dr. Marvin said, 
flyers are able to land their planes 
on fields which are completely en- 
veloped by fog. 

From the roar of the plane’s mo- 
tor, he said, men on the ground 
can tell the plane’s position in re- 
lation to the flying field, and radio 
the information to the flyer. By 
knowing the position of his plane 
as he makes his landing, the mail 
plane pilot is saved from the pos- 
sibility of a bad wreck, Dr. Marvin 
said. 

The House committee recom- 
mended the expansion of the 
weather bureau’s service to flyers, 
only after they were satisfied an 
effort would be made to eliminate 
interference with regular program 
broadcasting.
